CORNER OF THE WORLD. 

It may be some time yet before the 
full significance of the daring voyage 
of the Vega along the north coast of 
Asia, with reference to navigation, is 
fully known. Professor Nordexskjold 
has not yet reported his views upon 
that point. Ho has merely told us a 
few facts. For instance, lie says lie 
has discovered that the coast of Siberia 
west of the Lena is a vast plain, de- 
void of trees, in tho navigation to which 
an encounter with impenetrable ice- 
floes is generally to bo feared. There 
are no great islands out to sea there to 
prevent the jfind from driving the ice 
down towards the land ; and there are 
vast distances where a few rivers empty 
into the Polar Ocean, and, by their 
warm current, preserve a space of open 
water along tho shore. For several 
hundred miles in tho vicinity of the 
Lena, however, great rivers pour into 
the ocean, and largo islands lie off to 
tho northward, and there is almost no 
ice along shore. East of the Koliina to- 
ward Behring Strait, there arc no great 
rivers, and although the climate is 
milder and the woodlands creep down 
almost to the sea, the frozen does 
crowd closer to the shore, and in the 
fall and winter they are liable to bar 
the way to shipping. They gave Non- 
denskjold great trouble, and on the 
27th September they left him enchain- 
ed in solid ice a few miles from the 
open water north of Behring Strait, 
and only 130 miles from the strait 
itself. They kept him there eight 
weary mouths. While communicating 
ttieso facts the daring Swede has not 
yet published his conclusions there- 
upon. If ho has left us in tho dark in 
regard to the commercial navigation of 
t'.ie Siberian coast, however, he has at 
least takon the pains to reveal the in- 
teresting nature of the region he has 
passed through. When the ice closed in 
upon tho Vega and left tho ship enslaved 
in those northern solitudes, Professor 
Nordexskjold wroto a letter to Dr. 
Oscar Dickson, the main contributor 
toward the titting-out of the expedition, 
describing tho scenes along the coast. 
The letter, dispatched on tho 20th of 
February, lias at last reached its desti- 
nation, and is now published in the 
London Standard. The letter calls at- 
tention, in the (irst place, to a group 
of islands which are very remarkable 
from a scientific point of view. These 
islands, the Now Siberian, open the 
book of history tu the worid at a new 
place. The ground there is strewn 
with wonderful fossils, while hills 
are covered with tho bones of tho mam- 
moth, rhinoceros, horses, uri, bison, 
oxen, sheep, etc. The sea washes up 
ivory upon the shores. In this group 
is possibly to bo found the solution of 
the question of tho oucestory of the 
Indian elephant, and important facts 
with regard to the vertebrates which 
existed at the time of man's tirst ap- 
pearance upon earth. How come horses 
aud sheep in a region now locked in 
the fetters of an eternal winter, unin- 
habited by man, not now supporting 
animal life in any form and almost im- 
nossiblo of access? Professor .Nor- 
DENSKJOLD was unable to solvo the 
question himself, and he suggests that 
it is of the utmost importance to 
scienco to send a light-draught steel 
steamer to those islands for a thorough 
exploration. At Cape SchelagskofF, 
the Vega passed the point where the 
Siberian merchant SCHALAWKOFF end- 
ed his persistent and intrepid attempts 
to reach Behring Strait from the River 
Lena by a lonely death with his whole 
company of men in a hut on the snow- 
clad shore. Upon rounding this cape, 
Nordeksjold met the lirst natives seen 
along that wholo coast. They spoke a 
tongue utterly unknown. Not a com- 
prehensible sentence could they utter 
in any European language. They lived 
in tents, pitched on the sand banks 
separating the lagoons peculiar to this 
coast from the sea. A hardy, jovial, 
handsome race, furclad, keen at barter, 
ignorant of the value of money, and 
preferring a red flannel shirt, a few 
brass buttons and the piece of tin-foil 
or a cake of soap to golden roubles and 
silver coins, they live an' active 
and healty life, use stone and bone 
implements, and are without a trace of 
religion in their cuitims. Their tents 
are doubled, one without the other. 
The children are totally naked within 
the inner tent, and weie often seen 
outside, running about on the frozen 
ground, with the temperature down be- 
low 32°. The women wore nothing 
when within the tents, except a girdle, 
and tho men have shaven heads. A 
remarkable similarity was noticed be- 
tween the implements, dresses and cus- 
toms of these people and those of the 
Esquimaux and North American In- 
dians, These people are the Tschukts- 
chers. Though armed with bone weap- 
ons, inhabitants of the region 200 hun- 
dred years ago, the Onkilons, whose 
houses, places of sacrifice, circles of 
moss-grown bear skulls and weapons 
are still to be found almost everywhere 
on the coast. Lieutenant Nordqvist 
devoted himself to learning their lan- 
guage. Thoso Indians are on tho ori- 
ginal highway between the cradle of 
the human race and the homo of tho 
aborigines of the northern part of 
North America, and it is not thought 
that tho reseuiblanco between' then 
and the Greenlanders is accidental. 
The arrival of the Vega on the Tschuk- 
tscher coast was nn event like tho land- 
ing of Columbus in the New World. 
It was an unprecedented occurrence, 
and made a sensation throughout tho 
region. East of the Lena Professor 
N> ft ienskjold found on shore no scat 
tered blocks of Rtone, such as are found 
elsewhere in Siberia. This fact was 
held to point to the absence of land 
out to sea north of that coast, and it 
excitos anticipations as to the possible 



discoveries which are to be made by 
tho Jennctte. Not the least of the 
peculiarities of this strange region, is 
tho fact that the coast appears to be 
rising slowly out of the sea. The in- 
habitants have to shift their villages at 
times nearer to the edge of the water, 
which is gradually receding from them. 
Professor Nordenskjold's letter is 
full of facts like these, and tho scienti- 
fic world will wait with impatience 
tho further publication of the results 
of his discoveries. 



Tfcp Douglas Homorial. 

Editor Colonist: — As one of the 
subscribers to the " Douglas Memorial " 
I am very pleased to find that the Com- 
mittee have wisely elected to have tho 
shaft made of the really beautiful 
Beaver Cove marble, instead of un- 
sightly and perishable sandstono from 
Newcastle quarry. Having examined 
samples of the Beaver Cove marble, I 
have no hesitation in saying it is en- 
titled to rank above imported marbles ; 
and it would seem peculiarly fitting 
that this our first, and as yet our only, 
native marble should be used in erect- 
ing our first monument to tho memory 
of a public man — a man who was not 
only our first Governor, but, in a sense, 
the father and founder of our city and 
colony. 

But my immediate object in troubl- 
ing you, is, in response to Mr. Pearso's 
letter, to arge most strongly that tho 
monument in question bo located in 
tho Government grounds, at James 
Bay, where it would be an ornament to 
the city and come under tho eye of all ; 
and not on Beacon Hill, where com- 
paratively few would ever seo it, whore 
it would bo exposed to vandalism, and 
where, as Mr. Pearso vory justly ro- 
raurks it would, by immediate con- 
trast with Nature's gigantic monu- 
ments, " look dwarfed and insignifi- 
cant."

Tho Arbitration Caso. 



On the opening of the Court, notwith- 
standing the order of tho tlay before that 
tho proceedings should bo private, a re- 
porter from tho Standard took his seat at 
the table. Ho was followed by Sir. McK. 
Smith and three strangors, who took seats. 

Mr. Robertson asked tho reporter if ho 
attended as a reporter. Tho reply was, 
"Yes." 

Mr. Robortson— I desire to call the at- 
tention of tho arbitrator to tho presence 
of a reporter. 

Tho Arbitrator then road an oxtract 
from the Act under which lie was acting, 
showing that if any person desired an 
affidavit, or evidence offered in the case 
ho could have it by applying to tho Clerk 
on payment of tho statutory fee. Ho 
further said ho did not hoc that ho had 
tho power to exclude persons from the 
court; but I trust tho strangers present 
will soo the proprioty of complying with 
tho order of the court and withdrawing. 

Mr. Walkem — The report of neither 
paper has done mo justice. I will now 
speak slowly and doliboratoly so that I 
may bo properly reported. I said that 
being in a position of trust and confidence 
as counsol for tho Dominion Government 
they had the first claim on my services; 
that my duty was cloar under the circum- 
stances; that I should, as far as possiblo, 
do all in my power to keep the examina- 
tion of Mr. Barnard's claim within what 
I considered its just limits, and wholly 
free from political bias or considerations 
and tho contentions that would naturally 
ariso therein. I also said that I had in- 
duced tho reporter of tho Standard, on a 
formor occasion, to withdraw on the 
ground that I thought a daily report . 

would materially interfere with and injure I of »n intention to possess one to tho Do 



Michaelmas Term. — The Court sat at 
12 o'clock noon, yesterday, Justices Creaso 
and Gray being present. 

Mr. Justice Crease said that on account 
of tho Chief Justico boing absont from 
illness it was proposed now to merely tako 
notes of any applications to bo made 
to tho Court and to adjourn thorn for 
hoaring to a future day. 

McKenzie vs. Corporation of the City of 
Victoria. — Mr. Robertson, Q. C, and 
Mr. Drake, on behalf of tho dofendants, 
niovod for a rule. Points reserved. 

Fulton vs. Derby. — Mr. Drako moved 
for a rulo nisi to rescind an order of Mr. 
Justico Creaso made in this caao on tho 
10th of June, calling upon tho plaintiff to 
show cause why a new trial in this case 
should not bo granted upon points ro- 
sorved at tho trial. 

Fulton t». Derby. — -Mr. Drako on be- 
half of tho plaintiff appealed against an 
order of Mr. Justico Creaso allowing tho 
defendant to put in bail and dated 16th 
June last. Counsel niovod for a rule nisi 
to rescind such order. 

Rithet m. Baker. — Mr. Drake, on bo- 
half of tho plaintiff, moved that a day 
might bo fixod for tho argument of a do- 
murror in tlm case. Tho point at issue 
involved the question of tho applicability 
of tho Dominion Stamp laws to this Pro- 
vinco. 

Mclntrye, Appellant, w. Jeffries, lte- 
tpondmt. — In this case tho Nanaimo 
County Court Judge had givon judgmont 
on an appeal from a conviction of Messrs. 
Bate and Planta, J. P.'s, in favor of the 
appollant. Mr. Justico Creaso on tho 
22d July made an order over-ruling tho 
tho judgmont of tho County Court Judge, 
Capt. Spaulding. Mr. Theodore Davie 
now appoalod from Mr. Justice Crease's 
decision and movod for a rule m'.ti to ro- 
sciud Mr. Creaso's order. 

Costello vs. Leister. — This was an action 
Under tho Bills of Exchange Act and Mr. 
Justice Creaso had givon loavo to the do- 
fondant to appear and dofend the action. 

Mr. Theodore Davie movod for a rulo 
nisi to rescind Mr. Crease's order giving 
such leave. 

Johnson vs. Mayereauet. «/. — This caso 
had boon removed from tho County Court 
and Mr. Theodore Davie, on bohalf of tho 
plaintiff, applied for a day to bo fixed for 
the trial of tho caso before tho full Court. 

Ah Simj vs. Price. — Mr. Justico Gray 
entertained doubts as to his jurisdiction 
to deal with this caso, which had boon ro- 
forred to him by tho Gold Commissioner 
of Cassiar, Mr. Vowoll. His lordship re- 
forrod the question of jurisdiction to tho 
Court. 

Mr. Theodore Davie for tho plaintiff 
and Mr. Robertson, Q. C, for the de- 
fendant. 

Tho Court then adjourned until Wed- 
nesday tho 10th inst. at 12 o'clock noon. 

New Westminster Items.— The Guar- 
dian says: — Mr. Dupont, Inspector of In- 
land Revenue, came up last on tho En- 
terprise and soized a still and worm, and 
was present at the examination of a por- 
son boforo tho Mayor, whom ho had caus- 
ed to bo arrested, for having in his pos- 
session a still without havinggiven notice 



what would necessarily bo a long cross- 
examination; that tho publication of the 
examination from day to day would weak- 
en any proceedings; that it was of the 
greatest importance to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment that tho cross-examination should 
be as full and completo as possible, mid 
that by its being exposed from day to day 
I was placed at a disadvantage. I believe 
that such will be tho caso now, and as you 
have stated that full copies of tho exam- 
ination can be obtained under the statute 
by any porson from tho clerk, I think it 
would be inadvisable to insist upon a 
daily report boing published. If the evi- 
dence ia to be published its publication 
piecemeal will not only bo unfair but 
mischievous to both claimant and re- 
spondent. I am very sorry that I should 
have to make these remarks; but as 1 am 
sworn to do my duty to my client, I con- 
sider them necessary in the interest of my 
cliont. I have also thought, whether 
rightly or not, that the report might not 
be taken correctly in both papers. 

Mr. Robertson — The only question, 
Mr. Conipton, is whether your order is to 
be oboyed or not. I am glad to see that 
Mr. Smith of the Standard is present so 
that I may have the opportunity of say- 
ing in his presence that I do not under- 
stand how he can justify to himsolf the 
present flagrant disregard of tho rospoct 
due to the order of tho court. The court 
has ordered the withdrawal of the re- 
porters. He treats that order with con- 
tempt. It seems to me that tho only 
honorable courso open to him now is to 
apologizo to you, Mr. Arbitrator, and 
withdraw with tho reporter. 

Mr. Smith — There is no law to make 
any roportor withdraw. 

Tho Arbitrator — It is in my discretion 
and 1 wish the reporter to withdraw.

Tho Fostor Quartz Lodge. 

The Hemenover claim on the Foster 
quartz ledgo near Clinton has proved tho 
vein beyond doubt t~ bo a true fissure 
ono.

Fearful Fall Down a Eroclplce- 
and Bonci. Dtesings. 



Information was recoived at Clinton 
that a human body was lying on a slide 
near Fraser River, and on investigation 
by tho exploring party it proved to be that 
of a Chinaman named Quon Fook. It 
appears from tho evidence ho was on his 
way from Lillooot to High Bar and pass- 
ing ono of the most dangerous places (on 
tho old Frank Fulford trail made in 1800) 
missed hia footing. The body foil in all, 
including precipice and slide, about 
five hundred yards. The district coroner 
held an inquest. Considering tho quanti- 
ty of gold yielded yearly by tho Frasor 
River workings between Lillooot and Big 
Bar, the Government should send a work- 
ing party of, say, half-a-dozen nion, 
for tho summer months, to make the trails 
tolorably passable. When wo say that 
from forty to fifty thousand dollars' worth 
of gold is annually produced by this small 
section we speak within bounds. Ono of 
tho witnossea at the inquest said ho oni- 
ployod sixtoon men. There aro many 
bars and bonchos as rich in gold as any in 
California still unworkod in this forty 
miles, and as for other metals — silver, 
copper, lead and cinnabar— somo of tho 
richest specimens havo been brought in 
that it is possiblo to describe or for tho 
impecunious to wish for. Thero is a 
quartz roof that goes bogging for want of 
knowledge to mill it, that yields from S40 
to §74 to tho 2000 lbs. , and thoro aro dozens 
of places that can be mado to pay cither 
as a mine proper or placer washings. It 
is somewhat difficult to aacortain tho 
quantity of gold turned out annually on 
this portion of tho Frasor Valley, but ap- 
proximately thero ia tho amount stated, 
and this without including a few of the 
large Chineso companies. It would ap- 
pear to bo a law of human nature to seek 
for something a long way from homo (for 
instance, subscriptions to missionary so- 
cieties for heathon in foreign land, while 
our habitual whito sinners are unadnion- 
ished), and while hoping for returns from 
tho northern Cassiar and Cariboo from 
our whito minors, wo see the Chinese en- 
riching themselves surely and steadily 
from tho middlo of our agricultural dis- 
tricts. Tho Chinese tlumo from tho Foun- 
tain to Lillooot, eight miles, is an orna- 
ment to that part of tho country and tho 
diggings pay to tho hand from 85 to S7 
per day. Of new workings thoso at Big 
Bir,tho Henry HenkCo., andLeasorDog 
Crook of Captain Meason, promiso to fur- 
nish good sluicing for years. An improv- 
ed river trail would encourage much pros- 
pecting and facilitate tho means of work- 
ing this vory rich section. It is to bo 
earnestly hoped tho first spare cash that 
our people can vote will bo for tho im- 
provement of thoso trails, so as to mako 
them safo to travel over. — Com.

The firm 1ms been con- 
sidered one of tho strong (St and most 
reliable in the West, and it is difficult 
to give any reason for the failure. It 
is related that on Saturday, a transfer 
amounting to 8150,000 wns made to a 
mother-in-law of a member of the firm, 
and that within five months a relative 
named Roscnfeld was paid half a mil- 
lion dollars. Their connection with tho 
trade in New York wns widely extend- 
ed, and it is believed their liabilities 
aro chiefly with New York merchants. 
It is estimated twenty firms here are 
sufferers, but none to a ruinous extent.

One year ago Leadville contained 
only 1500 people, and was considered 
a "roaring camp." To day it contains 
not loss than 20,000 people, and possi- 
bly half as many more again. It sup- 
ports three daily newspapers: has four 
church buildings, and several more 
church organizations; has instituted a 
system of public schools; has water 
works already established; gas-works 
in process of construction, will be com- 
pleted inside of a month;?has a street 
railway chartered; a telephone com- 
pany's wires alaeady up, with 
connection to all the leading mines, 
smelters and business houses generally; 
thirty-four sampling and reduction 
works and thirty saw mills in and 
about town; one-hundred and forty- 
seven lawyers; fifty doctors ; thirteen 
livery stables, and yet many times not 
a horse to bo had for love or money ; 
ten dry goods stores, the largest carry- 
ing a stock worth §80,000 ; ono hund- 
red and eight gambling and club houses, 
and forty-four hotels and lodging 
houses. 

It is pretty generally believed that 
another year will see 50,000 people in 
Leadville. 



Tho Disturbance in tho Transvaal. 

London, Nov. 3. — Disturbances at 
Middlesburg, in the Transvaal, among 
the Boers, mentioned in a Caije Town 
dispatch of October 15th, arose on the 
occasion of the trial of a Boer for as- 
forcibly took a quantity of ammunition 
saulting a native. After the adjourn- 
nientof theCourta party of armed Boers 
from a store, leaving tho value of the 
ammunition on the counter. This was 
in violation of the order of Sir Garnet 
Wolesley, forbidding tho Boers to pur- 
chase ammunition until they had paid 
their taxes. A later dispatch from 
Cape Town says tho offenders are 
known and will be prosecuted. The 
presence of Colonel Lanj'on, with a de- 
tachment of the First Dragoon Guards, 
will be sufficient to preserve order.
